who were upon their reſpeRive Circuits) vg. on the Twenty 
Third Day of Auguſt 1721, met together, and before Mr. Baron 
Mountague, took the Oath preſcribed for their reſpective 
Qualifications ; after A © agreed to fix their ck. 
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Office at the South- ea Houſe in Broad. Street, London, as be- 
ing the moſt convenient Place for the Difpatch of Bufinefs, 
of which they gave Publick Notice in the Gagette, they met 
at their ſaid 0 ce the fame Day, and proceeded immediately 
upon Buſineſs, and fat from Day to Day, that the ſeveral Per- 
ſons (whoſe Eſtates are by the afore- mentioned Act Veſted 
in the Truſtees) might have all Opportunities of delivering 
up their Deeds, Books, Accounts, Papers, and Writin 
within the Ting limited by the ſaid AR, which was accord- 
ingly done by alf of them (Mr. Robert Knight only excepted) 
and they were ſeverally ſworn to the Truth of fuch Delivery, 
as the ſaid Act direct.
